No. 2, and blowing the w histle of this 
plant a nun ber of tim es the firem en 
at the E ast End station w ere awak 
ened. 
C aptain T errance looked out one of 
the windows at th e station and seeing 
th e bright flame m ade all possible 
h aste to th e N ational plant, afte r no­ 
tifying the central station.

T he brightness of th e flame a ttra c t­ 
ed th e attention of N ight E ngineer Al­ 
b ert Fisher, of th e Laughlin pottery 
No. 2, and blowing th e w histle of this 
plant a num ber of tim es the firemen 
at th e E ast End station w ere awak 
ened. 
C aptain T errance looked out one of 
the windows a t th e station and seeing 
th e bright flame m ade all possible 
haste to th e N ational plant, after no­ 
tifying the eentral station. Chief Mor­ 
ley ami four firemen men to the fire, 
using th e hill road with, th e hose car­ 
riage, and soon tw o stream s of w ater 
were playing on th e blaze.

Dec. 17—Zero 
weather 
and high water combined yesterday to 
make Pittsburg and vicinity uncom­ 
fortable yesterday’. 
It was a day or 
discomfort, but not of special danger. 
T he A llegh en y

greatest height, 28 feet, at ti o clock 
Yesterday 
morning, 
and 
remained 
stationary until IO o’clock, when it 
started to fall, setting at rest all fears 
of further damage or continued high 
water. 
The greatest losers by the winter 
flood of 1901 were the river interests, 
the Monongahela River Consolidated 
Coal and Coke company 
having 
a 
fleet of empty 
coalboats. valued at 
about $50 OOO. carried away, but sal­ 
vage on this property will greatly re­ 
duce that estimate. 
More From Cold Than Flood. 
Suffering because of the cold was 
far more in evidence than that caused 
by* the high water. 
Twenty-flve feet 
had been promised at Pittsburg, but 
the blizzard kept the figure down, and 
not many mills or business houses 
were obliged 
to 
close. 
At Davis 
Island dam only 24.3 feet was record­ 
ed. 
Here the river began to fall at 
noon, and at midnight stood 21.3 feet 
At H errs Island dam 28 feet, the max­ 
imum height* was reached at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 
It remained sta­ 
tionary till 9 o’clock, then began to 
fall. 
Davis Island dam Is piled high with 
the wreckage of runaway coal barges. 
The channel Is not blocked, however, 
and it is not expected it will be. Tow­ 
boats are working energetically 
to 
clear the stream and allow about S5.- 
000,000 bushels of coal to start south 
today or tomorrow.

were to the effect that the waters 
covering the flooded districts were re­

railroad and tele­ 
graphic communication were slowly 
being restored. 
From Towanda last 
night 
came 
the 
announcement 
of 
fnree deaths caused by the flood near 
that town, and the additional state­ 
ment that two others might die from 
the effects of exposure. 
The damage 
to property and the pecuniary loss 
from enforced suspension or many in­ 
dustries may reach many hundred! 
of thousands of dollars. 
Dozens of 
coal mines are flooded, along witn 
hundreds of industrial concerns locat­ 
ed along the waterways, thus throw­ 
ing idle thousands of men. 
It is es 
timated that more than 40,000 persons 
have been rendered idle. The Susque­ 
hanna river, which rose 
at 
some 
points 29 feet above low water mark, 
was going down gradually, except in 
the lower end of the state, where it 
was reported to be rising two inches 
an hour. 
The good reports from up­ 
river points, however, 
had 
allayed 
fear, and the indications were that 
the southern end of the state would 
suffer little from the swollen river. 
Railroad Situation Improved. 
The railroad situation was gradu­ 
ally becoming better. Up to 5 o’clock 
last night, when the Delaware, Lack­ 
awanna and W estern railroad started 
a train for New York, direct communi­ 
cation with New York was cut off 
from Scranton and W ilkesbarre, and 
trains were sent via Sunbury, H arris­ 
burg and Philadelphia, a distance of 
330 miles. 
The direct route is only 
145 miles. 
The Central Railroad of New Jer­ 
sey was still tied up as far as through 
service was concerned.

France owes the Legion of Honor to 
Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry bad 
keen abolished by the revolution and 
bad left a gap which it was not easy to 
All. 
“They are mere geegaws,” said 
Monge, the chemist who had taught 
the revolutionists bow to make gun­ 
powder out of plaster of paris. "Gee­ 
gaw*. lf you win.” the Aret consul an 
swered, "but people like them. Let us 
approach the question fraukly. 
AU 
men are enamored of decoration*— 
the French more than any. They po*l 
tlveiy hunger for them, and they have 
always done so.” 
This was at Malmolson In 1802. In 
May the conseU d'etat was invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. 
It was ridi­ 
culed by many. notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Hobenltnden was bit­ 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party be sent for bls cook 
and said to bim in the presence qf bis 
guests: "Mlcbel, I am pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have Indeed distin­ 
guished yourself. I will award you a 
saucepan of honor.” 
Mine. de Stael 
was also satirical upon the subject. 
Ah. one of the decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who was shown Into 
ber salon. 
But Napoleon had gauged human na­ 
ture correctly. 
Hts Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt want, and It was defi­ 
nitely Inaugurated on July 14, 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom It was 
then bestowed were Included Laplace, 
the mathematician; Lalande, the as­ 
tronomer; Curler, the naturalist, and 
Legouve, the poet The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernardln 
de S t Pierre. Just then In disgrace for 
championing Mine. de Stael, whom Na­ 
poleon had tarnished, but he got the 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen tlorteusc. 
After Jena Goethe was decorated. A 
little later high promotion In the order 
was given to General Lamartine, to J 
whom Sir Hudson Lowe bad surrender- 
ed at Capri. "What did you do with 
him?” asked Napoleon. "The king of 
Naples bad bim exchanged for a Nea­ 
politan general who was a prisoner in 
Sicily.** “Very well; tbere is no harm 
In letting tbla English colonel go. Ile 
is not dangerous.” It seems not un­ 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem­ 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na­ 
poleon’s Jailer a few years afterward. 
After Na|Hileou's downfall the ques­ 
tion of suppressing the legion of Hon- 
or areae. Chateaubriand, whom Napo­ 
leon had not decorated, strongly urged 
Its abolition. 8o did Puzzo dl Borgo. 
Marshals Victor. Marmout and Mac­ 
donald opposed. After debate It was 
derided to reoo.fulze aud retain the or­ 
der. not on any bigb moral or patriotic 
ground*, hut because Louis XVIII, 
could not afford to make himself morqdjK 
unpopular than be was already by

There have been many Lesion of 
Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others In 
magnitude. This Is, of course, tile Wil­ 
son scandal, tile history of which, 
though Intricate, is worth recalling. 
The trouble may be said to I ave be­ 
gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
divvy fell In love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned lure. Ile 
wanted to marry her. and she wanted 
to marry him. and the palters were be­ 
ginning to couple the two names in a 
manner most embarrassing to the pres­ 
ident of tile republic. The president, 
however, sent the opera singer about 
hfs business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band. but the best husband he could 
procure on the spur of the moment. 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson. 
who bad long been one of BI. Gravy'# 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 
No sooner was M. Wilson established 
at the Elysee than be proceeded to en­ 
rich himself by various means. Among- 
other things, he founded a paper called 
Le MonJteur de (’Exposition Univer­ 
se!^, which really covered a traffic in 
decorations. 
The whole story came 
out In a state trial toward the end of 
1887.

ing people who wanted It to bribe him

France owes the Legion of Honor to 
Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry had 
been abolished by the revolution and 
bad left a gap which it was not easy to 
fill. 
"They are mere geegaws,” said 
Monge, the chemist, who bad taught 
the revolutionists how to make gun­ 
powder out of plaster of paris. "Gee-, 
gaws, if you will," tbe first consul an­ 
swered, "but people like them. Let us 
approach tbe question frankly. 
AU 
men are enamored of decorations— 
the French more than any. They posi­ 
tively hunger for them, and they havs 
always done so." 
This was at Malmalson In 1802. In 
May tbe conseli d’etat was Invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. It was ridi­ 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
who ss victor of Hobenlinden was bit­ 
terly Jealous of tbe victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party be sent for his cook 
and said to bim in the presence qf bis 
guests: “Michel, I am pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have Indeed distin­ 
guished yourself. I will award you a 
saucepan of honor." 
Mine. de Stael 
was also satirical upon the subject 
Ah. one of tbe decorated?" she used 
to ask each guest who was shown Into 
ber salon. 
But Napoleon had gauged human na­ 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt w ant and it was defi­ 
nitely Inaugurated on July 14, 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed were Included Laplace, 
the mathematician; La laude, the as­ 
tronomer; Curler, tbe naturalist sod 
Legouve, the poet Tbe most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernardln 
de 8 t Pierre, just then in disgrace for 
championing Mine. de Stael, whom Na­ 
poleon had banished, but he got tbe 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 
After Jena Goethe was decorated. A 
little later high promotion in tbe order 
was given to General Lamarque. to 
whom Sir Hudson Lowe bad surrender­ 
ed at Capri. "What did you do with 
him?” asked Napoleon. "Tbe king of 
Naples bad bim exchanged for a Nea­ 
politan general who was a prisoner In 
Sicily." "Very well; there is no barm 
In letting this English colonel go. He 
Is not dangerous." It seems not un­ 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem­ 
bered this sarcasm when be was Na­ 
poleon’s jailer a few years afterward. 
After Napoleon's downfall tbe ques­ 
tion of suppressing tbe legion of Hon­ 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo­ 
leon bad not decorated, strongly urged 
its abolition. So did Puzzo dl Borgo. 
Marshals Victor. Marmont and Mac­ 
donald opposed. After debate it was 
decided to reco.piize sod retain the or­ 
der. not on any high moral or patriotic 
grounds, but because Louis XVIII, 
could not afford to make himself mo 
unpopular than be was already by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and Lamartine consent­ 
ed to aoi'ept tile red ribbon, but it was 


also conferred ujion a great number of 
worthless personages ami so brought 
into contempt. 
There hare been many Legion of 
Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses ail tile others In 
magnitude. This is. of course, tile Wil­ 
son scandal, tin? history of which, 
though Intricate, is worth recalling. 
The trouble may be said to I.ave be­ 
gun on the day on which Mile. Allee 
Grev.v fell in love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned litre. He 
wanted to marry her. and she wanted 
to marry him. and the papers were be­ 
ginning to couple the two names In a 
manner most embarrassing to tbe pres­ 
ident of tile republic. The president, 
however, sent tbe opera singer about 
hts business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band. but tbe best husband be could 
procure on tbe spur of tbe moment. 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson. 
who had long been one of M. Grevy’e 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 
No soouer was M. Wilson established 
at tbe Elysee tban he proceeded to en­ 
rich himself by various means. Among: 
otber things, be founded a paper called 
Le Monitenr de ('Exposition Univer- 
sells, which really covered a traffic In 
decorations. 
Tbe whole Story came 
out In a state trial toward the end of 
1887. It was proved that Wilson had 
made a regular practice of selling tho 
Legion of Honor, or. rather, of Invit­ 
ing people who wanted it to bribe bim 
to use his influence to obtain It for 
them. 
His overtures were presented 
through bls jackals. Generals d’Aud- 
lsn and Cafferel and Mines. Limousin 
and Ratazzl, and the whole party had 
to stand in tbe dock together. 
Wilson, was sentenced to two yqarV 
Imprisonment a fine of 3,000 fra1 
and five years' deprivation of civ 
rights. He appealed, and the court of 
cassation annulled the judgment The 
accused, said the judges, was obvious­ 
ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged with. but ss his offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law he 
could not be punished. 
So be retired 
to tbe country and tried to live down 
bls bad name. 
As he ultimately got 
himself elected consenter general, one 
mast suppose that be succeeded in this 
object—Pall Mall Gazette.

POULTRY PO IN T ER S 


A snfe rule In feeding Is to give 
enough to satisfy and no more. 
Droppings should not be allowed to 
accumulate in the poultry bouse longer 
than a week. 
Bone dust supplies an abundance of 
bonomaking material aud counteracts 
any tendency to diarrhea. 
When possible, give the poultry house 
a southern exposure and furnish that 
side wit Ii an abundance of light. 
While wheat is one of the best grains 
to feed to fowls. It should not be fed to 
excess or it may causd diarrhea. Feed 
it witli other grains. 
Loss of feathers is generally caused 
by want of green food or want of a 
dust bath. Supply both. and. as a local 
application, use mercurial ointm ent 
Breed tile best flesh formers for mar­ 
ket: then feed them up to as great a 
weight as possible. Well fattened, well 
dressed poultry bring the best prices
